Drafted men enrolled after March 3, 
j IM*).-;, for three years, or men who, after 
March 3, 1863, enlisted for three years 
as -ulctiture- for drafte I men, are en­ 
titled by act of March 3, 1863, to ^Ijhi 
bounty, if they -erved two years or 
more, or were discharged by reason of 
wounds received in fin*? of duty before 
two years’ service. 
Drafted men or 
substitutes, entering the military ser- 
j vie** for a less period than three years, 
I are not entitled to bounty under any 
1 law. 
All volunteer recruits who enlisted 
after Oct. 23, 1863, and before Dee. 21. 
1863. for three years, in an organization 
already iii Hie field, or who enlisted 
after Dec. 23, 1863, and before April 2, 
1864. for three years, were entitled to 
1300 bounty, payable in installments 
during the term of service, as follows: 
$60 in advance, and $40 after each two,

thirty-six months, respectively. 
If the 
soldier served his full term, or wa.- dis- 
| charged prior thereto by reason of

Soldiers who were discharged after 
nine months' consecutive service in the

Volunteers who enlisted after July 
1 17, 1864, and before May I, 1865, for 
one, two, and three years were under 
act of July 4, 1864, promised ^ IOO for 
one years’ service, $200 for two years’ 
service, and $300 for three years’ ser­ 
vice, payable in equal installments as 
follows: One-third of the amount on 
I muster-in; one-third at the expiration 
of half the term of service, and the bal­ 
ance at the expiration of the full term 
of service, lf the sobber was discharged 
“because of wounds receive*! in the 
line of duty,” or bv reason of expiration 
of the term of service, he thereby be­ 
came entitled to the full amount of 
bounty; but if he was discharged “ be­ 
cause of services no longer required or 
by “close of the war,” he has no claim 
for the balance of this bounty. 
Nearly 
all those enlisting under this act were 
paid all due them at time of discharge. 
The members of the First corps United 
States veteran volunteers (Hancock's 
corps,” ) w*ere paid $360 in advance, in 
addition of the above bounty. Soldiers 
who enlisted 
subsequent to Jan. I, 
1865. are not entitled to this extra 
bounty. 
Colored soldiers and their heirs.under 
act of March 8, 1863, fare entitled to 
the same bounty as white soldiers and 
their heirs. 
Enlisted men discharged by reason 
of wounds received in battle, or in liue 
of duty, are entitled, bv acts of March 
3, 1863, March 3, 1865, and joint reso­ 


lution of March 12, 1866, to receive 
the same bounty they would have re* 
ceived if they had served their full 
term of enlistment. 
The word wound, 
as used in thc foregoing, is to lie un- 
dersto*>d in the sense of injury, hurt, 
damage, as contradistinguish***! from 
disease or sickness. 
The bounty does 
not depend upon the wound, but upon 
being discharged by reason 
of 
the 
wound. 
The loss of a soldier's discharge cer­ 
tificate docs not prevent the collection 
of bounty, provided its loss or destruc­ 
tion is accounted for. 
A duplicate dis­ 
charge is not accepted as evidence to 
establish a claim against the govern, 
ment. 
If a duplicate is desired, appli­ 
cation must be made to thc adjutant 
general United States army. 
Bounty is only payable to the enlisted 
man or his heirs. 
Commissioned offi­ 
cers for services as such are not enti­ 
tled. 
No law* authorizes payment of 
bounty to soldiers for enlistments of 
less than two years prior to July 18, 
1864. 
No bounty is paid to volunteers who 
enlisted after April 30, 1865. 
No bounty is paid for enlistments or 
re-enlUtmeuts iu the veteran reserve 
corps, but men transferred thereto from 
other regiments are entitled to the 
bounty they would have received in 
their old regiments, when discharge*! 
after two years' service, or at the expi­ 
ration of thc full term of service, or by 
reason of wounds. 
An lionoroble discharge is a condition 
precedent to the payment of bounty; 
but when the discharge papers are si­ 
lent on this point, then the question is 
one of fact to be determined by the sol­ 
dier's military history. 
Soldiers who enlisted into the regular 
army between July I, 1861. aud June 
25, 1863, were entitled to $100 bounty, 
limier the same conditions as volunteers. 
Ail men enlisting into the regular 
army for five years within ninety 'lays 
from June 25, 1863 (the. date of general 
order No. HK), A. G. O.), were entitled 
to a bounty of $400, payable in install­ 
ment- as cited in .section 8. 
All soldier- who enlisted or re-enlist­ 
ed into the regular army for three years 
under joint resolution of Jan. 13, 1864, 
and general order No. 25 are entitled to 
$ I* *0 bounty. 
Bv act of June 20. 1864, 
regular- -erring 
under 
enlistments 
made prior to July 28, 1861, and re-en- 
li-ting b -tween June 20, 1864. and Aug. 
I 
1*64, under this act, into their old 
regiments for three year-, are al«o 
entitled t

bailments. 
No bounty i- paid for enlistments in 
the regular army^before July I, 1861. 
No bounty i.- paid to regulars who en- 
li-ted after June 30, 1865. 
Claimants making application fox* 
either arrears of pay or bounty should 
^tate all the service thc soldier ever 
rendered— i. e., each company and reg­ 
iment in which he -erred after the IL 
day of April, I>61.

This is, of course, only one part of a 
larger question, but domestic manners 
need improvement, and young people 
without experience are very likely ta 
underrate the value of older people’s 
knowledge of the world, and call com­ 
promis*? stupidity.

? d e r,I dashed through the line of battle, 
seized the colors from thecolor-lK-arer 
and said to him, ‘General Bragg says 
! th* 
colors must not go to th*- re a r.’ 
While talking to him thecolor .sergeant 
I was shot dow n. A m om ent or tw oaft- 
1 erw ard I was alm ost alone on horse 
back in the open field between the two 
j lines of battle. 
An officer came up to 
■ me with a bullet-ho'e in each cheek, 
j the blood stream ing from his m outh, 
; and asked, ‘W hat *•»** yon doing xvitii 
j my colors, sir?’ 
‘I ani obeying (ten. 
B ragg’s orders, sir. to hold t hem w here 
j they are,’ was my reply. 
‘Let me 
j have th em ,’ he said. ’If any m an hut 
I my color-bearer carries the^e colors, I 
aril tile man. Tell Gen. Bragg I will see 
th a t these colors are in the right 
place. 
B ut he m ust a tta c k this po-i- 
tion in flank; we can never carry it 
alone to the front.’ 
It was Colonel 
Allen, afterw ard Gov. Allen of Louisi­ 
an a. 
I 
returned, miraculously [ire- 
served, to (ten. Bragg, and reported 
Col. Allen's words. 
I then carried an 
order to the same troops, giving the 
order I think to General Gibson, to fall 
back to the fence in the rear anti reor­ 
ganize.

The N ational G overnment has in 
these tw enty years proved its strength 
in w ar, its conservatism in peace. ’Flic 
self-restraint which th e citizens of the 
Republic exhibited in tb e h o u r of need, 
the great burdens which they bore in • 
der the inspiration of public duty, the 
reddle order which th ey m aintained b} 
their instinctive obedi 'lice to the com ­ 
m and of law, all attest the good gov­ 
ernment of a self-governing people. Full 
liberty to criticize the nets of [ cr one 
in official station, free agitation of ail 
political questions, frequent elections 
th a t give o p p o rtu nity for p ro m p t set­ 
tlement of all issues, tend to insure 
popular consent and public safety. 
No governm ent of modern times h as 
encountered th e d a n g e rsth a t beset the 
United 8t ates,or achieved thetrium ph s 
wherewith the N ation is crowned. 
The assassinat ion of t wo Presidents, 
one inaugurated at the beginning, the 
oth er a t the close of this period, while 
a cause of profound nation al grief, re­ 
flects no dishonor upon pop ular gov­ 
ernment. 
The m urder of Lincoln was 
the maddened an d aimless blow of an 
expiring rebellion. The m urder of G ar­ 
field was the fatuous impulse of a de­ 
bauched conscience, if not a disorder­ 
ed brain. 
Neither crime had its origin 
in the political institutions or its 
growth in the social organization of 
the country. 
Both crimes received the 
execration of all parties an d all sec­ 
tions. 
In the universal h o rro r which 
they inspired, in the majestic suprem ­ 
acy of law, which they failed to dis­ 
turb, m ay be read the strongest prooi 
of the stability of a government which 
is founded upon the rights, fortified by 
the intelligence, inwrought with th* 
virtues of the people. 
F o r as it was 
-aid of old, wisdom and knowledge 
shall be stability, an d tile w7ork ot 
righteousness shall be peace!

Again the 
Brotherhood 
discounte­ 
nances intem perance. 
In past years it 
has expelled many for drunkenness. 
At 
its last annual convention at Philadel­ 
phia no wine was on the table at the 
banquet. 
Let us be thankful for w hat 
it is doing, and let us pray its good work 
in this direction may be abundantly in­ 
creased until no man on the railroad 
will taste liquor. 
Rut man needs he more temperance 
man, he needs be Jesus Christ’s man.

In the strike of 77 
it was an appeal by a railroad president 
to Christian 
principles, 
to 3000 men 
gathered together: and then and there 
the plcding of these men to protect life 
and property that saved Cleveland.

day the Y. M .C. A. has a railroad branch 
and hundreds of members. 
T h e gospel of Christ is m eeting and 
satisfying the needs of m an as nothing 
else can, 
Christian engineers, firemen, 
etc., arc proving that they can glorify 
God at the engine and at the tires.
